New York Court Makes a 


Singular Killing in Suit 


for Damages. 


New York, May 22.—It has been sol- 


emnly affirmed by the appellate divi- 
sion o£ the supreme court of the state 
ol New York that a negro's feelings 
cannot be hurt as badly as a white 
man's. Therefore, the black Is not en- 
titled to as high a rate of money dam- 
age as the Caucasian. 


With Presiding Judge Patterson and 


Justice Clarke dissenting, the appellate 
division of the supreme court yester- 
day affirmed an order made by Justice 
Dugro In trial term, setting aside a 
verdict of $2.500 
which George W. 


Griffin, a Pullman car porter, recovered 
against Daniel 51. Brady for alleged 
false arrest. 


Brady missed a. card case with $20 


•while traveling in Canada and had 
Griffin arrested on a charge of theft. 
The negro was discharged and sued 
Brady for $10,000 damages for false 
arrest. The Jury returned a verdict 
tor Griffin for $2.500. 


Offers Negro Compromise. 


Justice Dugro said that he would set 


aside the verdict unless Grlltin would 
consent to its being reduced to $300. 
Griffin's counsel refused to accept the 
reduced verdict, and 
Justice Dugro 


said that no such verdict as $2.500 
would ever stand for a moment in any 
court for the plaintiff. He also said of 
Griffin: 
' "He was a porter, and, while he is 
Just as good as the president, of tho 
United States, and If he is Imprisoned 
•wrongfully he should be paid for It. it 
would bo a bad argument to say he Is 
Just as good in many senses. He would 
not be hurt just aa much if put In 
prison as every other man would be. 
That depends on a man's standing. 
What his circumstances are, and. If he 
Is a colored man, the fact that he Is a 
colored man Is to bo considered. 


"You cannot say that he Is just the 


.lame as a white man when you come 
to say how much his shame will surfer. 
He might suffer more. But, after all, 
.•what are the probabilities about It? Is 
it likely that when a colored man la 
arrested and Imprisoned he feels just 
,as much shame as n white man of any 
.circumstances might?. 


Fixes Grade in Feelings. 


"I think if you were to take the 


mayor of the city and arrest him he 
•would feel very much more humiliated 
than this porter from tho fact that he 
•was the mayor and not a colored man, 
'lor if he were a colored man, he might 
not feel quite as much humiliation and 
ehame. 
'.-' "In one senso a colored man is just 
as good as a white man, for the law 
..•'ays he is. but he has not the same 
amount of injury under all clrcum- 


' Stances that a white man would have. 


Maybe in a colored community down 
south, 'where white men were held in 
great disfavor, he might be more in- 
jured, but, after all, that Is not this 
sort of a community. In this sort of a 
community I dare say the amount of 
evil that would flow to the colored man 
from a charge like this .would not be as 
great as it probably would be to a 
white man. 


"The jury is well aware of that fact. 


After all, the fact that he Is a colored 
man was just as much a fact as any- 
' thing else. 
The fact that he was a 


young man was a fact, just as well as 
anything else that the jury had a right 
to-consider. Young men.have not any 
more rights than old men, but the jury 
may consider the fact that they are 
young. . Those are 
all the circum- 


stances to be weighed and considered. 
I am .-quite satisfied that this plaintiff 
did not suffer $2,500 through that ar- 
rest." .-• 


' 
Sees Little Harm Done. 


'.Justice Dugro's remarks were made 
after the jury was dismissed. and in 
discussion with counsel. . The record 
before the appellate divisjon^sets forth 
that ho also said,-setting "aside the 
verdict: 


"I am quite clear that this plaintiff 


•would be delighted to take $2,500 for 
his arrest and'lying in jail two .hours. 
He kept his place, he did not lose his 
Job and it does not appear that his em- 
ployers lacked confidence in him be- 
cause of the arrest." 


Justice Dugro also said: "A defend- 


ant never has a fair chance in a malic- 
ious prosecution case, as every judge 
on the bench knows, so much so that 
in.the highest court of England on ap- 
peal the judges have stated that it is 
a well known fact that no defendant 
gets a fair chance in a malicious prose- 
cution case. The; jury -is' prone .to. say 
this was an innocent man, and the de- 
fendant did it ancMet him pay. That 
is a wrong way to reason. 
What I 


have said is no reflection whatever up- 
on the jury. I have set more verdicts 
aside in malicious prosecution cases 
than in any other cases I know of." 


J.t -was the action of Justice Dugro in 


.Jetting aside the verdict which the ap- 
JK'.Hite division by .a vote of 3 to 2 
affirmed.

Report to Presbyterian Gen- 


eral Assembly Makes a 


Startling Exhibit. 


Denver, Col.. May 22.—One of the 


interesting reports submitted to the 
Presbyterian general assembly was 
that of the special committee on mar- 
riage and 
divorce. 
The 
committee, 


which asks permission further to con- 
sider this subject for report to the next 
assembly, calls attention to the alarm- 
ing increase of tho number of divorces 
granted, as shown by the government 
census. 


"The census." the report says, "tells 


a story that surprises the people and 
shames a Christian nation." Continu- 
ing, the report says: 


"Although it is a fact to be deplored 


that the scandal and sin and sorrow 
resulting from the laxity of law that 
makes divorce and speedy remarriage 
possible show sad and shameful con- 
tinuance and that the efforts to resist 
and lessen these evils that threaten 
the permanence and purity of the fam- 
ily life, the stability of tho state, and 
the life and power of the church, seem 
unavailing, yet the united efforts of ihe' 
churches, of national and state offi- 
cials and organizations, of the bar ns- 
soclatlons_ of tho United States', and 
conspicuously tho faithful and persist- 
ent work of tho national divorce con- 
gress, which Invited the representa- 
tives of tha Inter-church conference to 
confer with it. encourage us to believe 
that the movement has 
made groat 


rogress, and to hopo that reforms 
vill be accomplished which 
will In 


ime wipe out much of the dishonor 
ind 
disgrace that make Christian 


America conspicuous and 
permitting 


a laxity that makes our record, our 
shame. 


"There is a strong sentiment against 


:ho enactment of a national law regu- 
ntlng marriage and divorce, owing to 
he Jealousy of states to preserve their 
rights. 
The states, however, should 


seek the closest possible 
uniformity 


ind secure the least possible perplexity 


nd tho best results for the purity of 


our people and for the peace and pros- 
icrlty of our Christian nation. 


"We submit the following statistics: 
"In 1S87 tho total number of divorces 
ranted was 27,918, and in 1905, 72,062.

east of Payne, for an old brass cannon 
supposed to have been buried near that 
place by Anthony Wayne during his 
march from Defiance to Fort Wayne. 
It is a well known fact that Wayne, 
when cutting his -way -west, followed 
Flat Hock creek, or"w?iat-Is now known 
as the creek road to Paulding. Mr. 
Longwell claims to get his Information 
regarding the lost cannon direct from 
two uncles of his. who were in the 
Wayne army, one of which died in 
1870.

ould not on any account be so put to 
name as would be true in the in- 
tanc'e of a Caucasian. 
The court did 


ot even discriminate as to white 


men; 
his definition of white man was 


•eneral, inclusive and without excep- 
ion. 
It maybe the court is right; but 


t is more probable that the court is 
wrong. The query arises quite natur- 
Uly out of this case as to what the 
iplnlon of the court'would have been 
lad the negro instead of suffering in 
is feelings for having been placed 
alsely under charge of stealing, had 
been suffering in his body for a brok- 
en head, a severed arm or a caved-in 
chest. Would the court have held that 
he suffered less than would be true 
of a white man and that his health or 
lis arm or his before sound body was 
ess than all in all to him? A good 
name,, though held by a negro, is still 
a good name. To' destroy it ground- 
lessly is to make him just as poor as a 
white man so raped of his repute. The 
logic of the law sometimes leads to 
strange conclusions and the New York 
case is a singular instance of it. The 
opinion of the court was not that the 
award was excessive per se, but mere- 
ly so because the plaintiff 
was 


negro.

Business Men Hear Bryan 


Line's Plans for 


Financing. 


After promoters of the new Fort 


Wayne-Bryan interurban line had out- 
lined to local committees at a meeting 
In the office of Soraers & K«nn«rk Frl. 
day afternoon the plans under which 
the new project Is to be financed, it 
was decided that committees recently 
named by the Retail Merchants' asso- 
ciation and the Commercial club should 
begin work next week on the effort to 
dispose of $35,000 worth of the stock 
in Fort Wayne. Messrs. E. A. Tennis 
and R. A. Bastress, at the head of the 
new enterprise, promised through con- 
nections to Toledo for the new line 
explained ttmt the road Is to be bonded 
at not more than *1S,000 per mile, and 
predicted that, within two years the 
company will be In position to pay 
dividends upon Its stock.- 


As to the method of financing the 


proposition Mr. Tennis declared that 
three trust companies stood ready to 
form a. syndicate to advance the money 
on the following terms: 
Notes for 


stock to the amount of $100,000 are to 
be given by the people living along'the 
line, these notes to be payable at the 
expiration of two years from 
their 


date, provided the line Is in running 
ordor at that time, otherwise they are 
to be void. The right-of-way is to bo 
paid In full so that a trust deed can be 
given for it and this deed and 
the 


bonds are to be hypothecated in order 
that the trust company may advance 
money for beginning work. The notes 
given by stockholders are to be de- 
posited in escrow In some Fort Wayne 
bank as added collateral security to the 
trust company advancing the funds. 


The local committees objected some- 


what to the form of the notes and a 
number of modifications were made In 
them. It was first agreed that the time 
limit in which the road be in operation 
be made one year from July 1 and that 
work must be begun within a period of 
four months from that date. Clauses 
were added to make the notes conform 
strictly to the laws of the state. Mr 
Tennis explained that if'the $100,000 
of stock be subscribed work would be 
begun in much less time and was per-

gotten contention that to Fitch rather 
ihan Fulton belongs the honor of the 
irst successful application of steam to 
navigation. They cite public records, 
ilstorlcal documents and family hls- 
.ory to prove that Fitch, who died bi- 
lls otvri hand ' when discredite'd and 
destitute in 1798, made several trips 
between Philadelphia and Burlington, 
N. J., on the Delaware river in 1788 In 
a steam propelled boat carrying thirty 
passengers.i -jt is .also maintained by 
those whose support the Fitch claim 
that Fulton examined Fitch's plans in 
France in 1733. 


Captain 'William Bruce Brown, of 


No. 55 Brooklyn avenue, Brooklyn, 
among whose ancestors was Fitch, as- 
serts' t'fiat tfie're-is-ample evidence to 
prove that. Pitch.was. the-actual in- 
ventor of the steamboat. He 'says er- 
rors in carelessly -written school his- 
tories erroneously ascribed the inven- 
tion to'Fulton, and--that the public 
seems always too busy to -investigate 
such errors. . . . 


Experiments • Began in • 1785. 


"It was not until 1785 that Fitch be- 


gan to experiment with steam," said 
Captain Brown.- "His first idea was to 
apply, the power to 'land carriages,' 
but gave up the. plan in favor of the 
steamboat Idea. In that year he made 
a trial of a'model with paddle wheel?. 
Being without means, he sent a let- 
ter to congress, asking assistance. The

It went slowly, how-' 
ever, though those present were satis- 
fied the trial had demonstrated a boat 
might be moved by steam. 


"It was soon after this that James 


iurasey, of Virginia, set up a claim 
that he had invented a steamboat. The 
matter was brought by Fitch before 
the legislature of Virginia, and Fitch 
was upheld. 


"Various 
experiments and 
trials 


were made until 1733, when Fitch 
made. a new venture by placing the 
propelling oars at the stern. At the 
official trial, in July, the pipe boiler 
sprung a leak. In October, however, 
the steamboat made several • voyages 
between Philadelphia and Burlington, 
a distance of twenty miles. On Octo- 
ber 12 the boat carried thirty passen- 
gers and made the .trip in three hours 
and ten minutes. A certificate of this 
fact is Jn existence. 


"Interest in the company fell off af- 


ter this, and Fitch became destitute. 
His condition was'• made more pitiable 
by the attempts of Rumsey and his 
friends to cast discredit upon the in- 
ventor.

ever, and by August, 1789, had a. new 
boat ready for trial. Trouble

ents were being made by both Fitch 
and Rumsey.

"Fitch went to - France • in 1793 to 


take up the patents abroad with Vail. 
The French were, agitated at the time 
with the troubles of the revolution, so 
he crossed the channel to England, 
leaving his papers with Vail. 


'Nathaniel '-Cuttlngi- Johri'D.-Dickin- 


son and Noah Webs;"r, in letters repro- 
duced in Westcott's 'Life of John 


Fitch.' tell of Vail allowlns Robert 
Fulton and Chancellor Livingston to 
examine the papers of Fitch contain- 
ing the scheme for steam navigation. 
. "Returning to America in 1794 Fitch 
landed In Boston in poor health and in 
destitution. 
He worked for several 


years in an apparently futile endeavor 
to obtain co-operation In further at- 
tempts

perfect his 
steamboat. 


Chancellor Livingston at this time, it 
Is 
understood, 
told Fitch he 
was 


ready to Invest if Fitch could build a 
boat that would average eight miles 
an hour. 


"Fitch constructed new but crude 


machinery, which he Installed in a 
common yawl and made several public 
tests in the Collect Pond, where the 
Tombs prison in New York city now 
stands. 
The boat was moved by a 


screw propeller, and the experiment 
was the first ever made with a system 
of that kind. It was not considered a 
success, however, for the craft did not 
attain the desired speed. .A working 
model of the boat is still on exhibition 
In the rooms of the New York Histori- 
cal society. 


"Fitch had lost'all hope o{. obtaining 


aid, and drifted, heartbroken, to Ken- 
tucky, where he occupied his last days 
In minor experiments. His last labor 
was to construct a model boat three 
feet In length. Its machinery was con- 
structed of brass, and It- was fitted 
with side wheels.' It is believed to be 
still in existence. 


"Fitch committed suicide in July, 


1793, when In his fifty-sixth year, by 
taking morphine. He was burled in 
Bardstown, Ky."

dence that is not fully provided for in law. 
There have been very few cases in which in- 
nocent persons have been convicted on circum- 
stantial evidence, and very few in which in- 
nocent persons have been convicted on direct 
evidence. 


"Circumstantial evidence is good evidence. 


Direct evidence, of course; admits of perjury. 
Circumstances very seldom lie. 
There is no 


rule to be laid down as to whether circumstan- 
tial evidence or direct evidence is better. It de- 
pends entirely upon the case. Whichever may 
•be chiefly relied upon, tho fact stands thai the 
accused has every chance. No jury will con- 
vict unless guilt is proved beyond a reason- 
able doubt."

. She made no answer. After a short pause the man 
strode quickly back into his home, closing the door 
after him. The woman returned to her post of ob- 
servation. Once more the door below was flung open 
and the figure of the man appeared. She did not re- 
treat this time and he caught sight of her.

Half an hour later Painter returned with Policemen 


Donovan and O'Day. He led them to his flat', where 
a hasty preliminary examination showed that foul 
murder had been done within two hours. Thc door 
on the hall opened into thc kitchen. To the front o£ 
this was the bedroom of Alice Martin, the common 
law wife of Painter. To the rear of it was Painter's 
bedroom, which gave in turn upon a rear entrance. 
The kitchen and the rear bedroom were in usual con- 
dition. In tno front room was evidence of a fearful 
struggle. 


Thc body of Alice Martin, partly clothed, lay upon 


the floor. The bed coverings and the wall were spotted 
and stained. Chairs had been broken and a table 
overturned. No weapon, so far as could be discov- 
ered, had been used: only the bare, muscular hands

The victim had 'been choked and

One of the last attempts of Painter to clear him- 


self of the crime in the eyes of men was made while, 
he was confronted with inevitable death. It was a 
statement of his view of the case, written in his cell 
awl given to ('Merk Kiee for publication after his exe- 
cution. In this he called "Almighty God to witness 
that he spoke the truth," and began with the words, 
"1 am innocent." This declaration, composed in ad- 
mirable style and alive with poignant feeling, con- 
tained his story of his life. Summarized, it ran after 
this fashion:—- 


George If. Painter was born in T'.rnoklyn in 1W..". 


his father being a Methodist minister, 'lie learned 
the trade of machinist in South Xorwalk. Conn., and 
later he conducted a drug store in Brooklyn, which 
ho snld. lie moved lo Chicago and for a time owned 
a laundry in llalsled street. 
His wife came with 


him. ai'.d, "afler eleven years of happy married life," 
contracted consumption and died. 


lie met Alice Martin, who eamc to Chicago frnm 


Minneapolis, and she. became his common law wife 
They had lived together for a year and a half up to 
the time of the murder. He loved Alice Martin and 
their relations were of the pleasantest nature nniil 
he discovered that she was not faithful to him. Then 
he became despondent and took to drink. At times 
they patched their difficulties and then a breach 
would come again. lie never threatened her with 
death, although ho struck her once following the 
discovery of her infidelity. She continued to betray 
Ills (rust and he continued to drink. 


On the night of the murder ho was in the West 


Madison street saloon, lie came home and discov- 
ered the body of the woman, us related by the de- 
fence at the. trial. The case against him was partly 
unfortunate circumstance and partly the product of 
clever manufacture. He accused the witnesses who 
had testified to having heard him threaten the woman 
with death and to having seen him throw her down 
stairs of perjury. 


He pointed to the fact that Lieutenant Larson had 


collected most of the evidence, and declared that the 
policeman's ambition had spurred him to a point 
where he was willing to help railroad an innocent 
man to his death for the glory of a conviction. Ho 


ciivles, was brought forward. He swore to an atii- 
clavit stating that on '.lie night of tin- murder he was 
in a certain notorious resort in Chicago when Ed- 
wards, whom he knew, came in with his hands and 
clothing rovered with blood. 
He asked the man 


where he had been and Edwards replied, the state- 
ment rend,- that he "had given a woman a trimming 
In Green street." 


Governor AltgeM brushed this affidavit aside as 


unworthy <•:.' consideration. lie declared that it was 
worlhh-'s on its face, sinec no guilty man would

He said the evidence 


showed that Painter had beaten the woman as ofteT 
as five times a week. 
It was usually so, he re- 


marked, with a man who lived on money lift com- 
pelled'a woman to earn. From that moment it was 
apparent that Painler must hang, but the prisoner 
did not cease to protest his innocence to any one who 
would listen, finally drawing up his posthumous 
statement. 


The execution of George Painter was attended by 


one of the most terrible incidents that ever took

.Tail. Many there were who throughout had believed 
the man wronged, but the hardiest of those most 
firmly convinced of his guilt were not proof against 
the shock of superstitious doubt that swept upon the 
eommtmUy when Ihc facts of the last scene.were 
made known. The weaker saw a judgment therein. 


It was in the north corridor of the jail, from which 


the prisoners had been removed, following custom, 
and placed three and four in a cell through the other 
parts of the building. About a hundred persons flnert 
the. seats facing the gallows. 
An hour before the 


lime set for his hanging Painter was led upon the 
scaffold, his arms manacled behind his back. 


lie began to talk, and as he talked he wrought 


himself into a whirlwind of prayer, appeal, passion- 
ate regret and impotent revolt against his. fate. With 
nods of his head he indicated Individuals in the crowd. 
He addressed men by name—politicians, persons he 
had known intimately, to whom he had loaned money 
and who had loaned money to him, with whom he 
had walked arm In arm.

A girl who ivishes to cultivate ai 


graceful figure must not only hold her 
shoulders well back, but she must sit 
properly, for a "sloppy"' way of getting 
Into a chair takes away from the nat- 
ural trimness and smartness, while if 
Incorrect attitudes are cultivated slcn- 
derness is destroyed, for the cramped 
position brings on a "dumpy" effect. 


One whose work necessitates sitting 


most of the day must take special pre- 
cautions if one does not wish to ap- 
pear fat. In point of fact, the loss of 
figure which many women deem in- 
evitable after fifty years of age might 
be entirely prevented if - precautions 
were taken in earlier years. 


A fashionable elderly woman in New 


York, who has the figure of a girl and 
who carries herself as straight as a 
reed, says her figure is not due to her 
dressmaker, but to the fact that she 
never leans back when sitting. 


As to sitting properly, I suggest that 


a woman push into the chair seat until 
the back prevents the figure advanc- 
ing another inch. This, then, precludes 
putting the weight about three or four 
inches from the tip of the spine, a com- 
mon habit among the careless, and one 
that causes a protruding abdomen. 
Unless the spine is erect, so that the 
organs can be placed as nature meant 
they should, 
they are pushed out of 


plumb. Just as expanding the chest 
and breathing deeply will frequently 
annihilate indigestion, so will correct 
sitting, permitting the lower organs to 
remain in plumb, frequently prevent or 
lessen internal complication. 


When the lower part of the spine has 


been pushed back so that it makes a 
proper point of balance, it must be pre- 
vented from bowing in the back .on a 
line with the stomach. 
For this will 


happen unless the shoulders are kept 
back'and the .chest expanded. At the 
same time the chest -must be raised, 
for this helps to' keep the line o£ the 
spine as it should be. I have seen 
girls entirely destroy the symmetry of 
their figure by unconsciously allowing 
the abdomen to protrude as they raise 
the chest. It-should be needless to-add 
that this is a mistake and one entirely 
due. to • carelessness. 


A girl who sits at work every day 


may do something toward keeping her 
figure. neat by trying at intervals to 
make her elbows touch each other be- 
hind her back. Of course she will not 
succeed, but the effect-.will bo' to raise 
her chest and 
straighten her spine, 


which is too apt to be drooping. 
The 


effort to touch her elbows is not one 
that will attract attention and it is ex- 
ceedingly beneficial if practiced with 
Intelligence. 
Also- let her take heed 


that she sits on the tip of her spine and 
not several- inches above it, because as 
she does this she will 'become fat and 


dumpy looking.- A safe rule to follow 
is to let the lower part of the spine 
touch the chair back and stay there, 
not slipping down, as is the usual In- 
clination.

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FORMING A DAIRY HERD 


Much Care Should Be Exercised 


in the Selection of the 


Parent Stock. 


Those about to embark upon a stock- 


breeding enterprise should see that, 
before a single animal is bought, the 
farm is provided with. suitable build- 
ings for the purpose, and In the next 
place procure the services of an ex- 
perienced and thoroughly skilled stock- 
man, and every successful breeder of 
farm animals will indorse the wisdom 
and soundness of this advice. 


Beginners should not be tempted to 


buy on show yard rather than herd 
book qualifications. The aspirant who 
Is most likely to realize his desires is 
the man who makes up his mind as 
to the particular strain or type of ani- 
mal he Is to produce, and, having done 
this, resolutely carries out his Ideas in 
practice. Consequently he should not 
allow himself to be tempted on any 


• account to buy animals not exactly of 


the pedigree or class likely to improve 
his herd merely because that animal 
has achieved notable triumphs in the 
show yard. 


In the case of bulls the need for such 


exacting discrimination Is especially 
necessary, as many a herd has been 
temporarily and some permanently de- 
teriorated through injudicious intro- 
ductions of this kind. The.would-be 
breeder should especially be on his 
guard against the acquisition of cows 
and heifers that have been prominent 
prlzo winners, not only for the reason 
that such animals usually command 
higher prices, but also on the ground 
that they arc less reliable breeders. 


As to the selection of bulls, especial 


care should be taken as to the breed- 
Ing of the animals in relation to the 
cows in his herd, and It is also urged 
that as far as may be practicable the 
sires selected should be calculated by 
their own individual merit to correct 
any possible detect In the conformation 
of the cows. 


The advantages possessed by winter 


calves over those born In spring or 
summer aro sufficiently tangible to 
warrant efforts on tho part of the 
breeders to have their calves arrive 
before the advent of spring. 


It is allowable for pedigreed cows to 


suckle their calves, but In order to en- 
courage the milking propensities of the 
cow it should bo insisted upon that 
each animal be milked dry at least 
once a day until such time as tho calf 
Is able to take the whole of the dam's 
milk. 


This is an excellent method and if 


it were strictly adhered to and no spare 
milk allowed to remain In the cow's 
udder there would be fewer complaints 
as to the milking qualities of our beef- 
producing breeds. 


From about 6 weeks old calves are 


allowed to lick a little finely crushed 
oil cake, and by and by turnips are 
also given to the earlier calves, and 


... -then for some time before and after 


• weaning crushed oil cake is again 


given, and later on a mixture of bran 
linseed meal and ground locust beans 
takes the place of the oil cake, am 
later still the turnips are by degrees 
Introduced to form the bulky part o. 
the ration.

To clean a'carpet on the floor: After 


sweeping thoroughly, wipe it carefully 
with a clean cloth wrung out of hot 
water containing ammonia. This will 
jrlghten the colors, absorb the dust 
remaining after sweeping and freshen 
;he. carpet wonderfully. 


Place wooden chopping bowls upside 


down when not in use to prevent split- 
ting. 


White wash-silk waists or skirts can

PROPER CARE OF HORSES 


Many horses are ruined by being 


brought into the barn too-hot and left 
to stand in a cold draft or hitched to 
a post to stand. 


A good currying occasionally does 


not make a sleek horse. 
It takes 


every-day grooming to open the pores, 
soften the skin and produce 3 good, 
healthy, sleek coat 


The 
colt's 
training 
must 
begin 


shortly after birth. 
A halter should 


be put on so he can be caught and 
handled every day. Never tease him. 


Regularity of work counts In every- 


thing, and especially In the handling 
of animals. 


The horse that is worked regularly 


acquires strong muscles and 
tough 


shoulders. 


Many farmers 
allow their work 


horses to remain Idle for several days 
or weeks at a time, and then Immedi- 
ately put them Into hard service. 


A horse that has been Idle for sev- 


eral days should be given very light 
and moderate work for the first day or 
two, so that the muscles and skin will 
regain their strength and toughness. 


It is a better plan to arrange some 


work for the horses daily. In this way 
their bodies never become soft and 
weak, hence they seldom become 111 
or injured and are always In training 
for cfllcicnt service.

GOOD STABLE VENTILATION 


the Improvement and betterment gen- 
erally in poultry raising. 


1-Tofesspr George Q. Gowell, who died 


last summer, engaged in this interest- 
Ing and profitable work and his dis- 
coveries influencing the hen's wonder- 
ful production of eggs are claiming 
earnest attention, in every section of 
the country. 


A summary of the results, of a series 


of experiments shows that of somo 
2,000 hens placed under observation 
for longer or shorter periods about 
twenty had laid more than 200 eggs 
apiece in a year, while two hens, both 
of Plymouth Rock breed,, and both 
marked according to standard regu- 
lations, have stood- out so conspicu- 
ously for their performances that they 
may be counted among the most profit- 
able fowls in this country, if not in the 
world. 


The special pet of Professor Gow- 


ell's heart, and the bird which has 
demonstrated the successfulness of his 
untiring' efforts and discoveries to 
make hens produce a larger and better 
quality of eggs, is a Barred Plymouth 
Rock, which yielded 251 eggs the first 
year. She would be regarded as of tho 
egg type by those people who profess 
to tell the egg-yielding capacity of 
hens by their forms and markings. 


A number of other hens yielded 240, 


238 and 235 eggs each for the year, not 
one, however, producing less than 200. 


Professor GoweU's methods of se- 


lecting breeding stock for high egg 
production are to save the eggs from the 
lifns of greatest egg yield and hatch 
chicks from these. 


By so doing his experimental pens 


are now filled with pullets and cock- 
erels the ancestors of which came 
from stock that had given 200 or more 
eggs in a year.

April, but re- 
fused to accept it in October, because 
he declared, "the bathing season was 
over." 


Many families confine their bathinc 


to the summer months, when the creek 
is not frozen over, and even In this 
open season -the only baths indulged 
in are at Intervals of a week. 


Think, If you can, of a man toiling 


ten or twelve hours a day in the fields 
in a hot sun, often drenched with the 
rain, and the pores of his body clogged 
with sweat and grime of the week 
taking nothing more than a hasty dip 
without soap or brush only on Satur- 
day night—and often during the stress 
of harvest skipping one or more of 
these periods. 


We personally know farmers -whose 


barns and dairies are provided with 
every modern convenience for comfort 
and cleanliness, but whose bathing fa- 
cilities for the entire family are con- 
fined to the hand basin or the wash- 
tub. No man who does not keep his 
skin clean can have much respect for 
himself, leaving health out of the 
question. An unclean skin is the cause 
of countless" disorders which In time 
develop into serious diseases.

PEAR TREES PROFITABLE 


The soil best adapted to the growth 


the pear is a clayey loam, a very 


ght soil not being conducive to long- 
•ity nor to fine growth or much fruit- 
ilness, and a very heavy soil retard- 
g growth and stunting the trees every 
ay. 
No matter how desirable the soil 
lay be otherwise, unless well drained 
c trees will n°t thrive. 
Pears grow over a wide range of 
imate, however, but the best results 
re obtained in rather moderate en- 
ate. 
When a tree gets stunted the first 
r second year no amount of care and" 
ttention seems to enable it to re- 
ain the lost growth. 
Time can usually be gained by not 
owing the entire tract of land at 
nee. but thoroughly plow and work up 
rips for the tree rows, say six or 
ght furrows wide, the intervening 
>ace being worked up later or when 
lere is more time. 
The standard varieties should be 
lanted about twenty-five feet apart 
ach way and the dwarf twelve feet 
part each way. Some growers plant 
Iternate rows of dwarf and standard 
arietics. Most people prefer to have 
hem kept in separate fields, however. 


Dig holes at the proper distance 
bout a foot deep and large enough to 
ontaln the roots nicely without cramp- 
ng; have a half barrel or tub of good 
ieh mud near at hand, and when the

he rate of ten pounds of seed per 
acre just before cultivating t the corn 
the last time in July, and have had 
a good growth until late in the fall, 
which would have made excellent pas- 
:ure, but a cover crop was desired, so. 
t was left till spring and turned under 
'or oats to enrich and. make humus 
in the soil. 


I should judge its value as a fer-. 


tilizer is about $6 per acre, and the 
seed costs only 7 cents per pound. 
Some of the rape was green all winter, 
and persons seeing the growth it had 
made in the standing corn -were sur- 
prised, while the growth of cow peas 
in the same field was not encouraging. 
Crimson clover is a good catch crop, if 
one' can secure a stand, .and' it lives 
through the winter. .Rape is' the best 
crop for .'me, considering the cost -of 
seed and its' fertilizing value, and rye 
is very good, especially when-it.-is to 
be turned under. for potatoes, or orie 
wishes to pasture it in the -'fall.—J. N.

Text: "And said. Behold, I see the heavens opened, and the Son 


of man standing on the right hand of God."—Acts vii., 56. 


The 
great 
Mahamakam 
festival, 


which is celebrated by Hindus of all 
casles every twelve years, Is held In 
the 
sacred 
city 
of 
Kumbnkonam. 


Madras. The festival lasts ten days, 
the ceremonies of the last day being 
more important ..than all preceding 
days together. 


Before bathing each person utters 


the Sangalpa 
Manthram by calling 


the day of the week, the star o£ the 
day and other combinations of the 
heavens peculiar to that day. Most 
ot the people wait until the. gods go 
into the sacred waters. . This is done 
by taking a deity to the tank and 
bathing it with milk, fruit, honey, oil 
and soap nut. 


Many Brahmins are fed by the Hln- 


dumen, who generally fast. The wo- 
men, 
on the other hand, before bath- 


ing offer to the hold maid Panga 
(goddess of the Ganges) the follow- 
ing:—Sorrel, 
tumerlc, 
red powder, 


flowers, nuts. and betel leaves, gold 
and 
silver pieces, bangles oC dark 


glass ana other gifts. The same are 
offered also to" another' goddess. 


To sanction the bathing from the 


Sivite temples are taken to the Ma- 
hamakan ' tank and gods from the 
Vlshnative temples to the Porramart' 
tank., The gods are taken in .a grand 
procession, and the religious fervor at 
this pnrt of the festival is very great. 
All Gurus and heads of different re- 
ligious orders go there to sanction 
their followers bathing in the "holy 
waters." 
During the night the gods 


are taken back to their respective tem- 


ples, and the people crowd there to 
make offerings- and get 
themselves 


absolutely pure from all sins and re- 
ceive the blessings that great people 
are said to have obtained in the past. 


The order of bathing is first in Ma- 


ham'akan tank, then in .the Porramari 
tank, and third in the .River Kanori. 
Sivites offer their worship in their 
temples and Vishnavites -In their own 
temples. 
The religious'-blessings'ob- 


tained are very great'and far reach- 
•ing. 
• • . ... 


The central figure in the Mahama- 


kan festival is the high priest. The 
upper -photograph, 
shows 
Pandara 


Sannithe being carried to perform the 
ceremonies before the entry into the 
tank of 200,000 or more pilgrims'' The 
lower picture shows the Hindus bath 
ing. 


I think that we should aavance toe 


real life of the world if. by some de- 
vice or devices, we could bring that 
mysterious person, the average read- 
er, into a broader idea, an idea wider, 
deeper, higher, and in every way larg- 
er, of what is meant In the New Testa- 
meat, by the words the "kingdom of 
God." If at the same time we could 
enlarge and improve the words the 
"kingdom of Heaven," that would be 
well. 


For I suppose that, as this average 


reader reads or hears the words the 
"kingdom of God" or the "kingdom of 
Heaven," his mind goes but little 
way. The picture which the average 
man presents to himself is that of a 
royal or imperial court, where a sov- 
ereign is sitting in the central place 
and receiving the homage of a set of 
courtiers to whom ho has given this 
and that business to discharge. I re- 
member a little book, with bright red 
paper covers, which we got hold of in 
some way when I was a boy of ten 
years of age. It was an enthusiastic 
demonstration of the validity of the 
four Gospels, in which much stress 
was laid on the prophetic power of the 
Saviour. Among other things he had 
prophesied the coming of the king- 
dom of God. He had said, "There are 
some standing here who shall see the 
kingdom of God come in its glory." 
And this coming of the kingdom of 
God meant that the Emperor Titus 
was to destroy the city of Jeru- 
salem before Saint John died. When 
in other studies we came to read of 
the awful carnage and horror of tho 
storming of the city of Jerusalem, it 
was not unnatural if intelligent boys 
and girls should ask how it could be 
that the Saviour of men had such nor- 
hors in his mind when he said a thou- 
sand times that what he hoped for 
was the coming of the kingdom of 
God or the kingdom of Heaven. 
It 


seems almost a burlesque to bring to- 
gether two uses of these words so dis- 
similar, but I believe that Just such 
false ideas of what' the kingdom of 
God is hold back many intelligent 
mec and women from an adequate 
idea ;of what they mean themselves 
when they pray that "Thy kingdom 
may. come." 


i;onca heard Dr. Durniss say that he 


had never met a man who was edu- 
cated on the continent of Europe who 
knew what Jesus Christ meant when 
he spoke of the kingdom of God. It 
is even worse than the idea which 
half the continent of Europe has as 
to the meaning of the word "govern- 
ment." 


Perhaps we ' do . not hear so much

We are not praying 


for any palace on seven hills or on 
seventy. No! And we are not pray- 
ing for any court of high chancellors 
or keepers of the king's conscience. 
We are not praying for any secre- 
taries of state or,of war or of peace, 
even. We are praying that the will of 
man, the child of God, may reflect the 
will of God .the Father. We are pray- 
ing for the common life, for the com- 
mon law, for the common wealth of 
the whole world, that literally and ab- 
solutely "it may be one with the will 
of God. Our daily prayer is for the 
real presence of the living God in the 
hearts and in the actions of all-his 
children.

distressed over the fact that the 
heroes of the Bible behave at times 
quite, as foolishly and as unrighteous- 
ly as though' they belonged to thig un. 
heroic age. My brother, the Bible is

| each one has tbe check handed to him, and never say 
' a word. 


But to follow the man with the good resolution. As 
| he-and,Smith are taking the second drink, which 


neither wants, Brown comes in. Yon ought to know 
Brown. He is a joy, always has the latest story and 
every one loves him but the wives of his friends.' He

"Come over to this table and sit down," says 


Brown- Tbe man protests, and sees by the clock that 
it is half-past five. There is just time to get home 
have an early dinner and dress for the theatre; so he 
tries to excuse himself. Brown promises a new storv 
that will take just a minute to tell. Now, the man 
knows that Brown never told n story in less than ten 
minutes in his lite, bat he goes over and sits at the 
table. 


"Just One More." 


"Have another/' 
This time-it-Is Brown, but ob- 


^ serve that the words are exactly the same as those 
ji Smith used. Tbe man demurs. 


"One more won't hurt yon." and as Brown has 


stopped his story at just tbe interesting point he 
decides to hear it oat, and he might as well have 
the drink. Just as the black coated-waiter delivers 


them to the table Jones conies in. Jones Is a friend 
of every one, and he comes right to the table and Is 
asked to have a drink, which he takes. He wanted 
just one drink before he went home, for he was 
going to call that night on the future Mrs. Jones. 


Jones is no braver than Smith and lirown, and he 


insists on buying bis drink. The man then decides 
he won't dress for the theatre but will go to a 
vaudeville show, so he will not have to get home 
quite so early. Therefore he. accepts the invitation, 
and the fourth highball goes where it was intended 
that only one should. Then old Mr. Cowardice gets 
In his work. It occurs to him that Brown and Jones 
have each purchased a drink and have had none on 
him. ' 


."Have another, and this will be the last one," he 


says, as he .beckons the waiter to come over. 
He 


is now a full fledged member of the Have Another 
Club. 
Yon will notice that after the fourth drink 


the words, "and this will bo the last one," are 
added. 


"Well, just one more." 
Smith, Jones or Brown 


can say this, but according to the rules of the game 
as it is played six days in the week some one has to 
say 1L 


As this drink Is being served and disposed of 


there is a long discussion. During the winter It was 
about Roosevelt's future, but just now it is about 
baseball and who will win the pennant. The man 
remembers now that he looked over the bills at the 
vaudeville theatres in the Sunday newspaper, and 


"Have another"—that can be heard any 
time. 


Every experienced waiter knows that

means "tbe game* 


none of them looked good to him, as he had seen 
nearly all- the acts before. He also discovers he 
is too tired to .go out, but will go to a good show the 
next night. And inasmuch as he is too tired to.go 
out after he returns home there is no good reason why 
he should hurry home. 


As the discussion is going on Smith remembers that 


It is his turn to purchase. He has had -five drinks, 
and after that number there is a change in the 
formula. It would be the worst possible form to say 
"Have another'.' at this stage of the proceedings. The 
proper way is to attract the waiter by lifting the 
index finger of the right hand and nodding the head. 
Every experienced waiter knows that means ,"th« 
same," and he responds. 


What happens after that depends on the physical 


rather-than the mental condition of the several meo. 
The man with the good, resolution, who thought he 
wanted one drink and had six, ordinarily telephones 
to his wife that he has been detained at the office.and 
will get his dinner down town, and Jones sends a tele- 
gram to his sweetheart that he is just taking a train 
out of town on a trip for his firm. 


Now comes the dinner, and Brown—he who sits up 


to welcome the dawn—orders a bottle of wine. Smith, 
Jones and the man each order a bottle to escape the 
taint of being considered over cautious in the regula- 
tion of their expenditures. 


The Same Old Story. 


The rest of the story is not going to be told here. 


It may end in three or four ways, but enough- has 
already been told to show ,whnt the custom of treating 
does. A poet has told tlie end. so far as tbe man, 
Smith and Jones are concerned, in these words:— 


A sadder and a wiser man 
Ho rose the morrow morn. 


Brown, who lias a stomach like a goat's, escapes all 


this by going home at the break of dawn and remain- 
ing in bed until just before ho is ready to start out for 
the next night's campaign. 


You may think this is an overdrawn and exag- 


gerated description. You can see the first pnrt of it 
In nearly every popular cafO every afternoon between 
five and half-past six o'clock. The second part, tbe 
dinner and the wine, can^be seen in every grill room 
and in almost every restaurant 


There are men right here in this city, and the 


same may be said of many other places, who will be 
mean enough fo try to bide this part of this news- 
paper from their wives to-day. They are the mem- 
bers of the Have Another Club. And there will be 
many wives who will read this over aisd ask their 
husbands if it is true. And these same husbands 


^will declare they know nothing of It, that they never 


do such things and they have their opinion of a man 
who is so low. down that he will lie to his -clear little 
wife, &c. 
# Some of these men will fool themselves into the 
idea that their wives believe what they say, and they 
won't know the difference until about Thursday or 
Friday night, when they'will telephone home the old 
one about being detained at the office on business. 
And.when they do go home they will do some ex- 
plaining. 


It is only fair to say to the wives that all men arc 


not like this. 
There .ire some of them that can walk 


into a crowded cafC and without blinking an eyelash 
toss off that one that was hoary with age when it 
wns incorporated in the first edition of Job Miller's. 
They will sny, "Hello, fellows, what arc we going to 
have—rain or snow?'1 And .then they will laugh 
and take a dririk with any one who will say the word, 
and some one is sure to say it. 


Treating is by no means confined to the last part 


of the day. It can be observed in the early morning 
when a man runs around .the corner for an eye- 
opener, aud asks the early morning barkeeper to have 
one with him. Two men who have not seen each 
other for some time will meet in the street, and no 
matter how busy each may be one will invariably 
say, "Let's go and get a-liltle drink." 
And always 


a little drink.. 


Practical reformers, if there be such, have long 


recognized that the hardest blow that could be struck 
at the liquor traffic would be to abolish treating. Leg- 
islators have tried to enact laws that would prevent a 
rean from buying a drink for another, but it has been 
called a blow at personal liberty. The liquor dealers 
have always opposed with all the resources they com- 
mand the enactment of such legislation, for it would 
mean a decrease in sales that can hardly be esti- 
mated. It will be a sad day for the cafes when st 
man drinks only what he wants. 


Figure if. any way you will and tbe women get the 


w,orst of.it from the universal custom. 
As a rule 


they don't treat. Now and then you will see young 
girls at a soda water fountain, one buying for the 
rest, but that is not often. Girls prefer to get one 
soda and then spend tbe rest of the money on finery 
for themselves. 


If tiic women had the money that is being used 


every day by the men in buj-iug drinks they do not 
want, nnd which the men they buy for do not want; 
if this money could be expended for new gowns, new 
h.its nud all the other things which bring joy to a 
woman's heart, there would certainly be many more 
well dressed women than there arc now. 


He Has No Chance. 


So it is not hard to see that when this Peter the 


Hermit comes along with this new crusade the wo- 
men will be all on one side. Ry no possible construc- 
tion of the word can the practice of taking a woman 
out to.dinner be construed as treating; that is enter- 
taining, and they are not in the same class at all. 
And /my man who tries to tell his wife or fiancee 
that if he swears oft on the treating habit it- means 
he cannot take them out to dinner he is opening up 
an argument that he has no chance to come out of 
with honors. 


Statisticians have tried and tried in vain even to 


estimate what it costs the mm each day to indulge in 
this custom. It is many thousands of dollars,"and 
that docs not include the money that is being spent 
by wine agents wherever a crowd of men who can 
be detached from their money without much trouble is 
found. These are the Hessians in the battle against 
treating. They are given the money to spend for cer- 
tain brands of wine, and so far ns they are concerned 
it might just as well be stage money. But outside of 
this the money that is expended by men for drinks 
they do not want because they think they cannot af- 
ford to be called penurious in these mailers would be 
a surprise if it could be ascertained. 


Don't think there arc not two sides to this question, 


for there are. The casiom of treating is defended by 
men who buy every time their tunu comes, and who 


fill their pockets with cigars when -they have had all 
the drinks they want This taking of cigars in the 
place of drinks is not regarded as good form by the 
Have Another Club, but is permitted at times. 


"It makes for sociability," is the defence that is 


made of the custom. "Men learn to know each other 
better when they meet each with one foot on the bar 
rail than they do in any other way. It brings them 
closer together, and they see the fine things In each 
other that might go undiscovered if it were not for 
the treating." 


That-is one of the best arguments they make. 


Rather neat, too, even if it be not very convincing. 
There are one or two other specifications to the de- 
fence. One of these told to the wives is that the ac- 
quaintances formed that way are very beneficial In a 
material way. That is particularly good for lawyers, 
brokers and real estate men, and cood talkers can 
get away with that, providing the women be ready, 
to believe -only the good. 


Anyway, it Is a great custom as practised In this 


city, which Is not so very different from Pamelia 
Four Corners and Unadilla Forks In that respect. 
In each of those places the men stand around 
the bar when the town goes license, and around in a 
dark room when it goes dry, and the excuses they tell 
their wives are no more original than those told by 
the city men. One of the peculiar things about treat- 
ing is that the excuses for the effects it produces are 
within a few hours as old as the custom itself. Some 
of the very ones used last night were used in the cen- 
turies long ago by men of ancient Greece and Borne. 


It has been said that treating is a natural instinct 


and man can never be cured of it 
Assuming that 


this is true, one practical man has suggested that it 
be turned into a useful, or rather be turned away 
from a useless, expenditure. . One man has put forth 
the idea that after the first drink, which for the sake 
of the argument is assumed to be in the nature of a 
life saver, the men go to a haberdasher's store. When 
it came time to buy the second time the conversation5 
would be something like this:— 


"I will take something neat in lisle hose. What do 


you want?" 


"Think I will have one of those new collars-. 
size 1C." 


"Give me a couple of collar buttons." 
In that way all the men would get the things they 


need, and which would always be useful, and they 
would not injure their health by taking a lot of 
drinks they did not either want or need. 
Tberr- are 


a lot of men who will condemn this, and say it is im- 
possible to be sociable without the works of art that 
decorate the cafes, but that is not the real reason why 
the plan will not be popular with them.

Dr. Chcinlsse. a Parisian physician who has made 


a thorough study of the subject, thir.is the latter al- 
ternative is, without doubt the true one. The sur- 
prising vitality of the Jewish race, which has enabled 
it to survive the persecutions of centuries, is to be 
attributed largely to habits of temperance, and these 
habits are the outcome of social and religious customs 
and environment. It is, he thinks, the "cohesive and 
concentmtivc force of the relicious community-' that 
preserves the great mass of the Jewish people from 
alcohol. They have avoided the dangers of alcohol- 
ism, not by being able to take alcohol with Impunity 
bnt by taking it not at all. or sparingly. 


The writer's conclusions arc. he thinks, npbcld by 


the fact, which he considers undoubted, that when 
these social and religions ties become weakened In 
any body of .Tews they succumb to alcohol in tbe same 
manner as other races. Any sort of racial immunity
